Lord Darnley her Huſband, who was a Native of Eng- 
land. Commiſſioners were appointed to take Cog- 
nizance of her Cauſe, Deputies ſent from Scotland 
to accuſe her, and York was named for the Place of 
Conference. This Commiſſion was ſoon recalled, 
and the Matter brought to a Rehearing at Wefimm- 
ſter, though without Effect. Her Confinement, which 
was a ſtrict one, occaſioned repeated Attempts, both 
at home and abroad, to deliver her, and even ſome 
Plots againſt the Life of Queen Elizabeth ; which at 
Jaſt occaſioned, in 1584, an Aſſociation to be entered 
into by the Subjects of the Queen in her Defence. 
The Go of Scots perceiving this to be formed for 
her Deſtruction, offered, among other things, to re- 
nounce all Claim to the Crown of England during 
Queen Elizabeth's Life: But this was rejected, upon 
Suggeſtion, that there was no Hope of the Safety of 
the latter, if the former ſhould enjoy her F ; 

In canſequence of this, the Queen of Scots being 
charged, in 1586, even by her own Secretaries, with 
having a Share in Babingtan's Plot, it was determined 
by the Eng/h Miniſters to bring her to Trial; which 
was aceordingly done in Oaber that Year z and on 
the 25th of the ſame Month Sentence was pronounced 
againſt her; which was confirmed a few Days after 
by the unanimous Conſent of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, who petitioned Queen Eliaabeth, that it might 
be put in Execution. On the firſt of February 1586-7. 
the Warrant was ſigned for her Death; but that Queen 
being deſirous to have the Blame of the Action, as 
much as poſſible, removed from herſelf, gave Orders 
to her Secretaries, [/aljingham and Daviſon, to write 
to Sir Amias Paula and Sir Drue the Queen 


of Scets Keepers, to make her ſecretly away; but 
they declining the Office, hen Majeſty next Day com- 
manded Dawſon, that a Letter ſhould be ſent to Paules 
for the ſpeedy Execution of the Warrant. The Queen 
of Scots was accordingly beheaded, on the 8th of Fe- 


bruary, 
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bruary, in the Hall of Fetheringay Caſtle, and died 
with great Reſolation, and an inviolable Attachment 
to the Konuſh Religion. Her was at firſt interred. 
in the Cathedral of Peterborough, and about twenty 
Years after removed to HWeftmin/ter Abbey, by Order 
of her Son King James I. T. Binh.

Dr. Hackett was born in the Strand, near £ xeter- 
Houſe, in the Pariſh of St. Martin's in the Fields, 
within the Liberty of Wefminfler, on the firſt Day of 
September 1 His Father ew Hackett, of Pit- 
ferrane in Saulen a ſenior Burgeſs of the City or 
2 and aſterwards of the Robes to Prince 

Henry, being a zealous Proteſtant, took grevt Cate 
to breed up his only Son to that Religion. When he 
was young, therefore, he put him to the Coll 
School at Meſuminſter, where he ſoon gained the f- 
fection of his Maſter, Mr. Treland, and the Patronage 
of Dr. Lancelot Andrews. When Mr. Andrew Hackett 
(fays Antony Ward) addreſſed Dr. Nevill, Maſter of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, about his'Son, the Doc- 
tor told him, that he ſhould go to Cambridge, of elſe © 
he would carry him upon his Back. As ſoon as he 
had taken Orders, Dr. Jobn Williams, Biſhop of Lin- 
coln, choſe him his Chaplain. Two Years he ſpent 
in pen; 's Service; then was made Chaplain to 
King James he Firſt; the next Year, preſented to 
the Church of St, Hndrew in Holborn, and ſuddenly 
after made Parſon of Cheam in Surrey. Finding after- 
wards his Church of St. Andrew in Holborn much in 
Decay, he obtained, by Subſcriptions, 'drvers — 
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of Pounds to repair it ; but the Long Parliament ſeted 
on that and the Money for repairing St. Paul's Ca- 
thedral, to carry on their execrable Rebellion againſt 
their King. Having ſuffered much from the Rebels, 
on the Reſtoration of his Majeſty, the Biſhoprick of 
Glouce/ler was offered to him, but he refuſed it. On 
his being made Biſhop of Litehſield and Coventry, he 
laid out 20001. in repairing the Litchfield Cathedral; 
1000 J. of which he had of the Chapter, and the reſt 
was of his own kr ty Av his procuring from Bene- 
factors. The noble Monument over his Grave, from 
which the foregoing Inſcription is taken, was erected 
by his Son Sir Andrew Hackett, of Moxbull in Mar- 
wick/hire, ſometime one of the Maſters in Chancery.

This Inſcription is on a Cenotaph of white Marble, 
on which is Mr. Philips's Buſto in Relieve, having on 
one Side a Laurel, and on the other an Apple tree, 
with this Motto: Honos erit huic queque Pomo. This 
was prefixed to his Poem on Cyder. He wrote but 
few Pieces ; and prodigious it is to think thoſe few 
could be ſo correct and finiſhed in the too few Years 
of his Life. In his Blenheim he has ſhewn us what a 
riper Age could have performed in the Epic Way. 
His Cyder, tho' it is not properly a Georgick, is ſomo- 
thing as good, and the very beſt of its kind, ſince Virgil 
wrote in that manner. That he was a perfect Maſter 
of Horace, and had the very Soul of him in the Lyrick

He did not neglect 
the Opportunities of doing good ; which the plentiful 
Income of his Patrimony, and à profitable Employ- 
ment, improved by a good CEconomy, put into his 
Power.

Her Father's Name 
was Fohnſon, whoſe Relation to the Lord Willoughby 
drew him, for the advantageous Poſt of Lieutenant 
General of Surinam, and fix-and-thirty Iſlands, to un- 
dertake a Voyage, with his whole Family, to the 
W:/t- Indies ; at which Time our Poeteſs was very 
young.

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ther, but his Family arrived at Surinam, where our 
Poeteſs became acquainted with the Story and Perſon 
of the American Prince Oroonoko, whoſe Adventures 
ſhe has fo feelingly deſcribed in the celebrated No- 
vel of that Name. After her Return to England, ſhe 
was married .to Mr. Behn, a Merchant of London, 
but of Dutch Extraction. King Charles Il. to whom

ſon to be entruſted with the — ement of ſome 
important Affairs, Curing the Dutch War; which oc- 
caſioned her going into Flanders, and reſiding at Ant- 
werp, Here, by her Intrigues, ſhe diſcovered the 
Deſign formed by the Dutch, of' ſailing up the 
River Thames, and burning the Eugliſb Ships in their 
Harbours ; which ſhe communicated to the Court of 
England; but her Intelligence, though well-ground- 
ed, as appeared by the Event, being only laugbed at 
and flighted, ſhe laid aſide all farther Thoughts of 


State- Affairs. After ſome time, ſhe embarked” at 


Dunkirk for England, and in the Paſſage was near 
being loſt, for the Ship being driven on the Coaſt, 
foundered within Sight of Land: But, by Aſſiſtance 
of Boats from the Shore, they were all ſaved, and 
Mrs. Behn arrived in Lenden. The reſt of her Life

by a private Mafter till 1614, at which time he was 


. ſent to Ch. Ch. in Oxford; where, being put under u 


moſt careful Tutor, Dr. Edward à &Ahirk, the 
King's Hebrew Profeſſor, he was ſoon after elected a 
Student of that Houſe 3 and, making a very conſide- 
rable Progreſs in Logie and Philoſophy, he took the 


Degrees in Arts, that of Maſter being compleated i 


1621, at which time he was much noted for his Suf- 
ficiencies in the Arts and Sciences. In the Hop 
Year, tho' he was then young, he publiſhed a Book 
in Defence of his Father againſt the Calurfhies'of a 
certain Roman Catholic; which making him known 


to King James, he ever afterwards had a gobd Opinion 


of him. That Book brought him alſo into Credit 
abroad, eſpecially in France; whence he had Offers 


and Invitations for ſome Promotion there, his God- 


father, Meric de Vic (ſometime Governor of Calars) 
being then, or ſoon after, Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal of that Kingdom. The next Bock that he pub- 
liſhed was written by Command of King Ju, in 
Deſence of his Father and the ' Church of Englana, 
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againſt the-Puritans of thoſe mo which Boo he 
ave a farther Account in hia N ty of Raformati ien, 
About: that time, he being beneficed in:Somerſet/bire - 
(at Bladen] by the Favour of Dr. Audretus, Biſhop 
of Il intan, did cbicfly:defign-to:go on where his Fa- 
ther had leit off, againſt Baromus bis Auna; but was 
diverted by ſame: accidental Occaſions or Provoca- 
tions. At length, when; he; came to. Maturity of 
Yexs, for: ſucha Work, and had: acquainted Arch- 
biſhop Laud, his great Friend and Patron, wich his 
Deſign, the Troubles and Diviſions began in England; 
ſo-· that, having no certain Place, he was forced to ſell 
a good Part of his Books, and in Concluſion, after 20 
ears Sufferings, more or leſs, he was grown ſo old 
and crazy in Body, that he could not expect to live 
many Vears, and thereupon was forced to give, over 
that Project. Some Years after- his Publication of the 
ſaid two Books, he was made Prebendary of, Canter- 
bury; and, in 1636, he was created Dr. of, D. by 
Command from his Majeſty, when he and the Queen 
were entertained by the Mules at Oxford. In the Be- 
ginning of the civil War that followed, he loſt all his 
ſpiritual Promotions, and.lived retiredly with, that little 
he had left. In 3649, one Mr. Greaves, of Gray's» 
Inn, an intimate Acquaintance with Mr. Caſauben, 
brought him a Meſſage from- Oliven Cromwell, then 
Lieutenant General of the Parltament's Forces, to 
bring to Mpiteball, to confer with him abaut. Matters... 
of Moment ; but his Wife being then lately dead, 
and not, as he ſaid, buried; he deſired to be excuſes, 
Afterwards Greaves came again, and Caſaubon (being 
in ſome Diſorder thereat, fearing that Evil might fol- 
low), deſired him to tell him the Meaning of the 
Matter; but Greaves refuſing, went away the ſecond 
Time. At length he returned again, and told him 
that the L. G. intended his Good and Advancemen, 
and that his particular Errand was, that he wou'd 
make Uſe of his Pen to write the Hiſtory of RY 
ar ;

*tature ; he was at his Father's Death warring in the 
Ile) Land, where he had been ſucceſsful againſt the 
I 2 Tnfideis'; 
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Infidels ; and, returning, he was crowned in Vs. 
minſter Abbey, the 19th of Augu/?, 1274. He was a 
Prince of martial Spirit and overcame the Velch, and 
ſubdued Scotland, bringing away the fatal Stone, and 
offering it at St. Edward's Shrine : He was a Prince 
every Way of extraordinary Accompliſhments, and in 
his Time many wholeſome Laws were enacted. 
Laſtly, hearing the Scots had roſe and ſhook off their 
Allegiance, he marched againſt them ; but being af- 
flicted with a Dyſentery, or bloody Flux, he returned 
to Carliſle ; where, ſending for his Son, Prince Ed- 
ward, he gave him in ſtrict Charge, that he ſhould 
carry his Bones with him through Scotland, till he 
had 15 5 it to Subjection: Secondly, that he would 
ſend his Heart to the Holy Land, with 140 Knights, 
and the 320001, he had provided for that Purpoſe ; 
and that he ſhould not recall Gave/on from Baniſh- 
ment. Neither of which the Prince performed. 
After which, proceeding on his Journey, he fell ill at 
Burgh upon the Sands, in Cumterland, and died the 
th of Juby, 1307; having reigned 34 Years, ) 
Months; and 21 Days, and lived 68.—J. DART.

The Mauſalæum at Pauſilypum near Naples, is 
looked upon as the Sepulchre of Virgil: For though 
there be no Epitaph, yet there are ſeveral Argu- 
ments to prove, that it is the Place where that cele- 
brated Poet was buried. Among theſe, that is rec- 
koned none of the leaſt, which is taken. from the 
Teſtimony of Petrarch, who ſays, that at the End of 
an obſcure Path, meaning the Grott of Putesli, where 
the Heavens firſt appear, one may perceive upon an 
Eminence /irgi”s Sepulchre, a Work very antique. 
Pompeius Sarnellus has however collected all that re- 
lates to this Tomb, in his Book called La Guida de 
Fereſiieri, p. 343. In the midſt of the Mauſolcœum 
were antiently, as Capfaccto tells us, nine Marble 
Columns, which ſuſtained a Marble Urn, in which 
were depoſited the Aſhes of this Poet, with the 
Diſtich, I have given above. Peter di Stefano who 
wrote a Deſcription of the Churches of Naples in 
1560, ſays that he himſelf had ſeen this Sepulchre in 


the Condition abovementioned; which Thing Alpbon- 


ſus 
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fus de Heredia Biſhop of Ariano, as cited by Cappaccio, | 


likewiſe affirms. Some are of Opinion, that the 
Neapolitans, fearing the Bones of this rent Poet 
ſhould be taken from them, buried them under Ground 
in the new Caſtle; and from thence it happened, 
that the Marbles and Urns have diſappeared, and no- 
thing now is to be ſeen but a naked Mauſolceum, 
without any Appearance of its former Magnificence.
